—Whatto do with the silver product of this 


country is becoming a serious problem to 
those whose interests arc dependent upon 
tho white metal. The report of tho Director j 
of the Mint shows that there was produced 
in 1894 4!l,500,000 ounces. While this is a 
decrease from the product of the previous 
year still the output is so great that some 
queer schemes aro put forth to dispose of 
the metal without causing a depreciation in 
its market value. 
There has accumulated 


in the treasury of the United States sixteen 
thousand Ions of silver and one Mr. Flahci ty, 
of New York, suggests that this metal be 
rolled into plates, made into beams and 
columns and used in the construction of a 
large hall to bo erected in New York for 
exhibition and amusement purposes. 
Mr. 


Flaherty's idea is that the silver would be 
just as good security for the certificates out- 
standing as if it were piled up iu the govern- 
ment vaults. 
Another method which was 


resorted to to consume silver and make a 
market for the out-put of (he mines was the 
coinage of Columbian half dollars of which 
5>2,.")00,000 were struck. It was thought 
that Ihoso would remain in the hands of the 
people as souvenirs of the great exhibition 
and being stowed away in .stockings and 
bureau drawers would keep that much silver 
out of the way. 
It is said that one half of 


this amount or over two million pieces came 
back to the mint and were melted up.

is said

authoiily that he is disposed to favor Bristol 
workmen in evciy possible way. 


The church will be built of gray granite, 


from the Castor quarics of Holtnesburg, 
Romanesque in style, walls broken range, 
rock-faced and square pointing. 
The roof 


will be of slate with snow-breaks and the 
tower at entrance 110 feet in height. 
The 


floor will slope toward the pulpit and scats 
be arranged in a semi-circular manner, 
Both electricity and gas will be used in 
lighting. 
When completed the Church will 


be the handsoutpst structure of its kind in 
Bucks county. 


—The dispute between the new Holmes- 


burg, Fraukford & Tacony trolliy road and 
:be Pennsylvania 
Railroad over a grade 


crossing at the Tacony road, near Tacony, 
lias been settled, and the crossing has been 
made. 
A trolley ear will be run over the 


line on a trial trip next Tuesday, and it is 
expected that the whole system will be in 
operation from Frankford 
to the

County line before the end of the week. 
When connections are made with theEleotric 
Traction system at Harrison street, Frank- 
ford, the new line will furnish trolley con- 
nection between the extreme limits of the 
c;ty, from Bucks County line, on the jiorth- 
easl,,to Jackson street, on the south ; or 
Angora, on the southwest, a distance to the 
latter of over 18 miles through the city 
limits. 


An Emergency Hospital. 


Last week's GAZETTE contained a commu- 


nication from Dr, Martin advocating the es- 
tablishment of an emergency hospital in 
Bristol. His views on the matter have been 
favorably commented upon. The desirability 
of having such an institution here seems to 
be generally conceded, and the success of 
tho project seems to depend upon the con- 
ceited action of the physicians of the town 
and the providing of means for the erection 
or leasing of a suitable building and the 
furnishing of the same, and the guarantee of 
a sufficient fund for its maintenance. 


If the Pennsylvania Railroad would agree 


to pay its proper proportion of the expense 
the public spirited citizens of Bristol should 
be willing to provide the remainder. 


We have no doubt that if an earnest effort 


is made a hospital,of sufficient capacity for 
years to Come could be successfully estab- 
lished. 


A Hospital for Bristol. 


Dr. Martin, and probably other residents 


of Bristol, is advocating the building of a 
hospital in that place, principally for acci- 
dent cases. There is no doubt but that the 
necessity exists for a hospital in Bristol. 
Accidents are numerous in the mills of that 
place and on the railroad, and the sufferers 
must frequently be removed to either Phila- 
delphia or Trenton hospitals for treatment 
and care. Sucli removal is frequently at the 
risk of the injured person's life, as Dr. Mar- 
tin has forcibly stated in an article published 
in the Bristol Gazette. 


If Dr. Martin will make a visit to Charity 


Hospital in Norristown, he will find jufat 
such an institution as he deems necessary 
for Bristol. 
He will learn the plans by 


which the funds were raised for its estab- 
lishment, and for maintenance, and he will 
return home with an inspiration that will 
materially aid him in the work that ought 
to be done in Bristol for the sick and injured 
of the town.—Doylestown Republican. 


SuintK'l Appletoii'n Career. 


Samuel Appleton, 
the 
owner of the 


Providence Hosiery Mills, wl om death win 
briefly recorded in the CTAZETTK of list we-k, 
w.us buried on Sunday last. The funeral 
was largely attended,' the members of J3er- 
rnione Loilgc, K. of P., and the Uniform 
Rank turning out in a body. The'Phila- 
delphia Press gives the following sketch of 
career : 


Mr. Appleton died on Wednesday night. 


His death will make a gap in the world 
which will never be filled. He will be 
missed not only by his business associates, 
his employees especially—but by all who ' 
ever saw him. The history of Mr. Applelon 
is known lo almost everybody with whom he 
had any dealings and is as interesting as it 
is unique. 
He was born in Leicester, 


England, about sixty-six years ago and im- 
migrated to this country in 1853. 
Being 


thoroughly posted in the various branches 
of hosiery manufacturing Mr. Appleton was 
not long becoming acquainted with the few 
men who were then engaged in that busi- 
ness. 
After ft short time he began to manu- 


f.tuturo good* 
kiliiBtilf, but altliough 
es.- 


trcmely original in his ideas he was not 
successful in his first venture. That did not 
seem to discourage him a bit, so after his 
initial failure he embarked again on the sea 
of business uncertainly. 
Things 
went 


along smothly for some years but bad luck 
came again and it was ''a case of quit." 


DISCOURAGE!) AT LAST. 


Still undismayed, Mr. Appleton went to 


work again and achieved a measure of suc- 
cess which lasted for several years, but it 
was the yanie old story over again and he 
failed. 
These tliro'vings down and getlings 


up again continued periodically until 1883. 
It was then that he became discouraged, but 
Mr. Applcton's originality manifested itself. 
Before "busting" this time he had new busi- 
ness cards printed bearing the following 
trade-mark : 
"No C, No C, No C, No C." 


None of'his friends or associates could solve 
the cmigma of the four Cs, but Mr. Appleton 
had a reason for everything and always a 
good one. 


So, after quitting business, or the business 


quitting him, 1883, he sought the advice of 
his friends. 
Going into John Field's oUjco 


one day be told of his troubles and struggles 
against fate. 
Mr. Field was a personal 


friend, and admired Mr. Appleton's pluck 
and energy. He urged him not to be down- 
cast, and prognosticated that all things 
would come out right. 
Finally, Mr. Apple- 


ton had given a plain, unvarnished version 
of his tale of woe Mr. Field asked, ''What is 
your capital now, Sum." 
Mr. Appleton 


gazed with a mixture of curiosity and amaze- 
ment at Mr. Field and finally answeied : 
"My capital consists of five 'Cs.' '' 
It was 


then that Mr. Field displayed curiosity. lie 
asked an explanation and got it. 


Mr. Appleton said: "The five Cs mean 


this: First 'C' means Clara, my wife, who 
has just inherited a little money from her 
parents; second 'C' means cash, of which I 
have none; third 'C" means credit, of which 
I have none; fourth 'C' means cpui'age, of 
whic'j I liave nouejTuid the fifth 'tj'ineans 
character, of which i have none. 


IT WAS ONLY TEN LINKS. 


After a little further couveisation it was 


agreed between Mr. Field and the man of 
five 'Cs' that they should enter into busi- 
ness. An agi cement, written in ten lines, 
was drawn up by Mr. Field and .signed by 
both. 
Mr. Appletoii was more than pleased 


at Mr. Field's magnanimity. A small fac- 
tory was established in Bristol and work 
was begun. After a few weeks Mr. Apple- 
ton started to turn out fast-color hosiery, 
the first work of its kind that was ever suc- 
cessfully done in this country. 


His dye house the first Winter consisted 


of two buckets and an umbrella to keep the 
rain off. Business prospered and the mills 
which have been added to consideiably, have 
never since been shut down except for re- 
pairs. 
When Mr. Appleton and Mr. Field 


would be computing their profits at the end 
of the year the former would always insist 
upon setting aside a certain percentage for a 
contingency account. At length when he" 
became wealthy Mr. Appleton built a hand- 
some cottage and had a photograph of it 
sent to Mr. Field, who wrote under it: 
''Contingency Cottage No C, No C, No C, 
No C." 


This picture adorns tl|0 mantelpiece of 


Mr. Field's oflice to this day. Mr. Apple- 
ton's wife died some years ago and lie was 
•worth-about 8150,000 when he died. During 
their long business connectipn Mr. Field 
never had the slightest difference with Mr. 
Ap'pleton, and his employees thought he was 
the most kind hearted and generous of men. 


A Ulllqne Idea. 


The Epworth League of the M. E. Church 


has adopted a very unique method of raising 
money to purchase pews for the auditorium 
of the: new church edifice. A booklet con- 
taining, upon its first cover, a floor, plan of 
the new church building and general out- 
line of surrounding land has been procured. 
The surplus ground at rear of church has 
been divided up Into imaginary building 
lots, Vihich are sold only on condition that 
the building be for eternity, in jrhicb event 
the deed is recorded in the Lamb's book of 
Life and title clear is given to Mansions in 
the Sky. The design of the church is 
worthy of study, containing as it does, an 
exact plan, of the floor construction. 
The 


Pulpit, Chancel, Choir Elevation, arrange- 
ment of Pews, division of rooms in Sabbath 
School, and entrances to building arc all 
clearly shown. The second, third and fourth 
pages of booklet contain a record of the lota 
and purchasers. The lots are sold for 25c, 
50c, and $1.00, according to location. We 
commend the young people for their feality 
to the church and wish them success in 
their undertaking.

Last Spring, it may be remembered, two of 
the experts that had been officially employed 
in the case, got out a state nent showing 
that, if all the moneys due the cijy on 
liardsley's account were collectable, his 
shortage would amount only to about §13,000. 
Bardsley himself has long claimed that lie 
was being kept in prison chiefly because 
banks in which he had made deposits 
failed.

AUSTIN, Tex., Oct. 3.—Thorn will be no 


vrize flght at Dallas Oct. 31 bc-twaen Cor- 
r>ott and Fit^siinmons. Tliis fact \vos sofc- 
tlod vestcrday «fternoon by the Texas leg- 
islature in exactly three hours. The two 
committees, one in the senate and tho 
other in the house, gave an audience to 
the Dallas attorneys all the morning to as- 
certain their objections and protests to the 
passage of tho luv/. 


After hearing the gentlemen until noon 


the committees adjuunied 
In the nftrr- 


noon, when the two houses im>t at JJ o'clock, 
both committees wore ready to report, and 
tho senate bill WHS very promptly con- 
sldrrcd. 
From the time the bill was 


placed before tho senate until it .finally 
passed it wag exactly fifty-five minutes. 
During thin time Senator Dean opposed 
the hill and Senator Lascar spoke in its 
favor. These were the only two gentle- 
men who spoke on the bill, the balance 
satisfying themselves Tjy voti ng. The vote ' 
on the final passage of the bill was 27 ayes 
and 1 nay, Dean being tho negative voter. 


The bill Wius immediately sent over to 


tlie house, aud at 4 o'clock that body be- 
gan discussing it, substituting tho senate 
bill (or the house bill. After several gen- 
t lemon had spoken of the bill aud tbo 
emergency feature, pro and con, a final 
vote was reached at 6 o'clock, precisely, 
and the bill passed the house by a vote of 
110 to 5. Thus, within three hours, did 
the Texas legislature forever put aacnd to 
prize fighting in Texas. 


On Tuesday it would have been impos- 


sible to have passed a bill with an emer- 
gency clause. There were only ninty-two 
members present then, and of that num- 
ber iiiteen were opposed to the emergency 
clause, and it was necessary to have eighty- 
.slx votes to carry it. The administration 
forces readily saw that tho minority would 
defeat thorn if the matter came to a vote, 
so they wired ull their friends to come here 
immediately, and then sat about killing 
time until their forces could arrive. They 
had eighty-t\s-o only on Taasdny nif,-H, 
but the absentees came flocking in on yes- 
terday.'s trains. Kach jidditional arrival 
added to tho administration forces and 
when everything was arranged the rush 
for the vote was made. 


The flght managers were confused at tho 


way the solous swarmed in, aud practi- 
caljy gave up the light by 8 o'clock in the 
afternoon. It was almost a certainty in 
the morning that the Populists would be 
called over to fche Dallas side of fche ques- 
tion, but the plan fell through, and they 
voted with tho administration forces, whieh 
decided the matter. Governor Culberson's 
friends consider it a groat victory for him, 
and U,dt no opportunity to congratulate 
his excellency on the outcome of one of 
tho hottest and, it might be safely termed, 
one of the bitterest, as well as shortest, po- 
litical fights ever brought up in the Lone 
Star state on any one single man. 


The bill that will prohibit prize fighting 


In Texas In. the future reads as follows: 


Section 1—Any person who shall volun- 


tarily engage ill a pugilistic encounter be- 
tween man and man, or a light between a 
man and a bull, or any other animal, for 
money or other thing of value, or for any 
championship, or upon tho result of which 
any money or anything of value is bet or 
wagered, or to see which any admission 
fee is charged, either directly or indirectly, 
shall be deemed guilty of a felony, and, 
upon conviction, shall lue punished by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for not less 
than two or more than flvo years. 


Section ?—By the term "pugilistic en- 


countor," as used in this act, is meant any 
voluntary flght or person;i3 encounter, by 
blows Dy means or me nsca or otnerwieo, 
whether with or without gloves, between 
two men for money or for any champion- 
ship, or for any other thing of value or 
upon the result of which any money or 
anything of value is bet or wagered.' 


Section 3—That all laws and parts of 


laws m conflict herewith be and the same 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 4—The fact that there is now no 


adequate penalty against prize fighting, or 
pugilism, or against fights, between man 
and beasts, creates an imperative public 
necessity and emergency requiring the sus- 
pension of tho constitutional rule requir- 
ing bills to be read on three separate days, 
and that this law should be effective and 
bo in force from this passage, and it is 
hereby so enacted.

An Organized Gang Bun Down by 


Secret Service Agents. 


COUNTERFEITING ODTPIT SEIZED. 


Koum-ulnrj .Town Wlio H«T« Been MBIIU-

afro five men were arrested here in con- 
nection with tho caso, and are now under 
ball pending a hearing. 


Kur two or throe months past the bureau 


has been in receipt of complaints from 
various parts of tho eastern country con- 
cerning tho providence of spu.'iouit coin, 
mainly half dollars, quarters and. dimes, 
made of pure silver. 


Chief Hiuuni and Officer Burns im- 


mediately set quietly to work on tho caso, 
and the first result of their Investigations 
was the arrest of thn men here. They gave 
tho names of Max Frnnkol, Moses Bosen- 
Kiirten, Jacob Friedman, Jacob Flneburg 
und Ifrank Silburnian, all of this city. 


It was quickly learned that these men 


were only purl of an organized gang work- 
ing throughout the country, and tho dis- 
position of their cases was held In abey- 
auce until the loadera could be taken. This 
was accomplished yesterday. 


The information which led up to the ar- 


rest of (irconborg, who was captured in 
New York on Tuesday, pointed to Landis- 
ville, N. 3., tin one of the principal operat- 
ing places, and there they found In the 
cell.ir of a house an entire coiners' outfit. 
It wns learned that the house had been 
rented by one Jacob Htein, and he was 
traced to Newark, N. J., where ho was 
arrested. 


The evidence secured by tho bureau ro- 


veals a conspiracy unrivalled outside tho 
realms of the dime novel. Tho bai d, no 
far ashns been learned, was composed of 
about twenty, and possibly more inon, 
They were banded together by a series of 
Iron clad and solemn oaths. Names wero 
discarded, and every conspirator was 
known to tho others by a number only. 
Kach man was assigned it special territory 
in which to dispose of tho coin. 


Upon tho arrest of the five men ill Phila- 


delphia recently, the other conspirators 
lied, and although tho arrest of Groonborg 
and Stein disposed of the most dangerous 
members of a dangerous baud, there are 
'.till others to bo captured, and they will 
probably land In the net of the law with- 
iu a few days. 


Tho men are all Roumanian Jews, and 


hnvo not boon in this country for any 
(,'reat length of time. They are a sturdy 
looking lot, all big and full-boarded, with 
tho exception ot Friedman. 


A peculiar feature of tho case Is that 


after the men hud boon arrested informa- 
tion coiieerniug their operations was ftir- 
nisho'l the United States officials hero by 
n man calling himself David Fiersteln, of 
liandisvlllo, N. J., who was Implicated in 
I lie matter himself. It is thought that ho 
nnd Stoln are olio and tho same person. 


Tho principal witness against these men 


was Knvo Keisser, a Russian tailor, who 
t wore that ho was taken by Slluorinan to 
n house on Washington avenue, below 8ev- 
i nth, whero they met Friedman, Koaun- 
(jarten and Flnoburg. They showed him 
a satchel full of dies, to bo used in making 
uiln, and offered to lot him into tho cou- 
Milrucy If ho would pay them (300. He paid 
Uio money, and they then took him to tv 
house In Darby, Pa., whero he saw the 
presses, dies and other paraphernalia used 
in making tho coins. ITo placed two pieces 
of silver In the press and made two ten 
cent pieces. 


Flerstein's story is that Bosengarton, 


Vrlednmn and a man named Braft wero 
brought to his house last July by Keisser. 
They wanted him to go into partnership 
•\\lth them, nnd asked him to allow them 
1 lie use of his cellar to make the coins. Ho 
h.xld he would rent it to them and they 
•went away, promising to write, but, he 
hays, they never did so. Afterwards rt 
meeting wns arranged for in this city, but 
in tho others bad no money Fierstoin 
pawned his wife's watch for ?20, aud with 
1 his the goods wero packed and tho dies 
nnd other materials soiit to the Landisvillo 
house.
